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DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 17 July 2003 does not contain copies 
of all of the references listed on Form 1449/PTO. Only three of the eight references 
were found with the Information Disclosure Statement. 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 3 to 20, and 22 to 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way 
as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Independent claims 7, 27, 31 , 32, and 34 each contain the limitation "data rates 
from hundreds to thousands of kilobytes and higher." This limitation is new matter 
because it is not disclosed in the Specification as originally filed. The Specification 
discloses embedding 3000 bits/second in a 128,000 bits/second file. (Specification, 
Pages 6 and 15) This is much less than even hundreds of kilobytes per second, as 
embedding 3000 bit/second is 3 kilobits per second, which corresponds to less than one 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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kilobyte per second. Applicants' disclosure of 3000 bits/second is on the order of one 
hundred times less than the claimed hundreds of kilobytes/second. 



Applicants' arguments filed 17 July 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants' amendment does not effectively traverse the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. §112, 1 st IT. 

Page 9 of Applicants' Remarks incorrectly assumes both the objection to the 
claims and the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 1 st % are cured by 
changing "kilobytes" to "kilobytes per second". 

However, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 1 st % represents a different and 
more significant issue, which Applicants have not addressed. Applicants' Specification 
discloses embedding rates up to 3000 bits/second. Three thousand bits per second is 
equivalent to 3 kilobits/second. However, the claims, as amended, now recite "from 
hundreds to thousands of kilobytes per second". Clearly, even one hundred kilobytes 
per second is much greater (i.e., on the order of a hundred times greater) than three 
kilobits per second. Thus, the limitation of hundreds of kilobytes per second goes 
beyond the Specification as originally filed, and involves new matter.
